Entry Restrictions 
For space spray use:  Do not enter or allow other to enter until vapors, mists and aerosols have dispersed, 
and the area has been thoroughly ventilated.   
 
For surface spray use:  Do not enter or allow others to enter until sprays have dried.  
 
Application Restrictions 
Do not apply this product in a way that will contact workers or other persons, either directly or through drift.  
Only protected handlers may be in the area during application. 
 
Do not remain in treated area.  Exit area immediately and remain outside the treated area until aerosols, 
vapors, and/or mists have dispersed. 
 
Remove or cover exposed food and drinking water before application.  Remove or cover dishes, food 
processing equipment, and food preparations surfaces, or wash them before use. 
 
When used In indoor food handling and processing facilities, do not make space spray application when 
facility is in operation.  Prior to space spray applications, cover or remove exposed food.  Prior to space 
spray applications, cover food processing surfaces or clean after treatment with a suitable detergent and 
rinse with potable water before use.  Do not apply more than 1 time per day.

FOOD STORAGE AREAS, MEAT AND FOOD PROCESSING PLANTS 
 

FLYING INSECTS: Flies, Mosquitoes, Gnats, Wasps, Small Flying Moths, Fruit Flies. Close all windows and 
doors and direct fog upward at a rate of 1 to 3 seconds per 1000 cubic feet. Disperse in all locations. Keep 
area closed for 15 minutes.  Ventilate thoroughly before reentry.   
 
GRAIN WEEVILS, RICE WEEVILS, CADELLES, CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLES CHOCOLATE MOTHS, 
CARPET BEETLES, DRUG STORE BEETLES, SAWTHOOTHED GRAIN BEETLES; in exposed adult and 
larvae stages: Contact as many insects as possible when treating infested areas such as cracks, crevices, 
stored products, machinery, and dark secluded areas. For Carpet Beetles, treat infested area of carpets, 
localized areas of floors, baseboards, and into cracks and under carpets where these pests may be found. 
Spray 10 to 20 seconds per 1000 square feet of floor space. Repeat treatment weekly or as insects appear. 
 
ROACHES, SPIDERS, ANTS, SILVERFISH, CENTIPEDES and CRICKETS: Hold aerosol close to cracks 
and mist directly into them, contacting as many insects as possible. Apply freely in all possible hiding places 
behind baseboards,  openings around pipes and sinks, cabinets, coffee makers, meter boxes, and around 
floor drains.   Repeat as necessary. 
 
ADULT FLEAS in Buildings (Not on Animals). Close windows and doors. Hold aerosol 36” above floor and 
direct fog toward floor and lower walls at a rate of 10 seconds per 100 square feet, making sure that all floor, 
sofa, and chair surfaces are contacted. Repeat treatments after 6 days. 
 
TRANSPORTATION EQUIPMENT (Buses, Boats, Ships, Trains, Trucks, Planes) For listed flying insects: 
Close all windows and doors and direct fog upward at the rate of 1 to 3 seconds per 1000 cubic feet. 
Dispense in all locations. Keep area closed for 15 min. Open and ventilate before reoccupying. Repeat 
treatment as necessary. For listed crawling insects: Spray 20 seconds per 1000 cu. ft. of space. Repeat 
treatment weekly or as insects appear. 
 

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL 
Do not contaminate water, food, or feed by storage or disposal.  
PESTICIDE STORAGE:  Store in a cool, dry place away from children, preferably a secure storage area.   
CONTAINER DISPOSAL:  Do not puncture or incinerate!  If empty: Place in trash or offer for recycling if 
available.
